were most readily heard. Every meal 
that included salt had a certain sacred 
character, 
creating a bond of piety and 


friendship 
between 
host 
and 
guest; 


hence 
the expression, 
"There 
Is salt 


between us," meaning 
friendship, and 
to be "untrue to salt" means to be dis- 
loyalorungrateful. 


In the middle ages, when all classes 


and degrees 
sat at the same board, 


they 
were placed 
according 
to rank, 


above or below 
the 
great saltcellar, 


which always stood in the middle and 
marked the dividing social line. "Above 
the salt" meant "of high degree." 
Be- 


low the salt were the yeomanry, serfs 
and vassals of the feudal days.

dojwn the river in canoes, 
large 
and 


small row boats, barges 
and 
scows, in 


fact anything that would float. 
Tho 


North West Mounted Police numbered 


We found our barge 
nearly 
com- 


pleted, width 9 feet, 
length 30 feet, 


with5 feet outriggers at each 
end 
for 


tho steering oars. 
We were three days 


completing arrangements 
for' the voy- 


age, caulking and launching the barge, 
rigging the mast 
and spars, (the sail 


was 12 feet widoand 18 feet long) get- 
ting baggage 
and freightexamined and 


loading our craft. 
We had to pay the 


duty on our freight, 
which was then 


sealed by an official, the duties to be 
refunded when we crosse:! into Alaska 
with the seals unbroken. 


Afterrunning down the craggy slopes 


to Bennett, where wo had a good din- 
ner for 75 cents, and along the eastern 
shore of the lake 23 miles, crossing 
at 


Caribou, where the railroad leave 3the 
river and passes nearly 50 mileg of hot, 
dusty, rolling sand hills, we arrived at 
White Horse at 4:30. This is ahustling, 
growing young cily, and it seemed 
like 


a dream torealize that itbad all grown 
from the small beginning 1 saw three 
years ago. 
The 
town seemed 
full of 


people in spite of tho fact that two 
steamers 
wereleaving forDawson every 


night. 
More freight is passing 
over 


the road than at any 
time in its his- 


tory. Icounted twenty-nine (29) large 
stationary engines on the platform all 
marked 
Dawson, 
besides 
all eorts 
of 


hydraulic and miniug machinery. 
One 


pump, the three largest pieces of which 
weighed thirty-seven (37) tons, 
two 12 


and one 13 ton piece, will give an idea 
of the style of work that is being done 
in the Klondikedistrict. 


The 
Canadian 
Custom House 
was 


taken away from Skagway 
two years 


ago by order ofCol. W. J. Ivey, then 
Collector of the Port, but who was re- 
moved soon after, to the great satis- 
faction of the Canadians 
and 
their ad- 


mirers. 
(It was Ivey who refused 
to 


obey 
Secretary 
Hay's 
orders in the 


boundary dispute, and declared 
that a 


Reed, 
an 
Olney 
or a BJaine, 
never 


would have demanded 
such humilia- 


tion.) 
The 
car 
containing 
checked 


baggage 
is allowed, 
for convenience 


sake, to be sealed in Skagway 
by His 


Majesty's official. 
The hand baggage, 


etc., were examined at the summit of 
White Pass. 
From this point to Skag- 


way, in a direct line, is less 
than 
15 


miles, but the waters of Summit Lake 
flowmore than two thousand 
miles to 


reach tide water at the mouth 
of the 


Yukon. 


The trip over the W. P. &Y. R. R., 


while nothing new, was of bo less inter- 
est than when first made, fortho moun- 
tains, glaciers, and canons seemed 
like 


old friends. 


On the 15th of June Ileft Skagway 


at 9:30 a. m., with n paity of friends, 
for the interior. 
Wo bad bought lum- 


ber tobuild a barge, had it framed and 
sent by rail to White Horse. 
The 


train had a baggage 
and mail car, 
two 


express and three 
passeceei" 
cars, 
be- 


sides two freight cars filled withsecond 
class mail which had accumulated 
in 


Skagway since the ice began 
to break 


up in the river and mako winter travel 
impossible. 
During the winter, mail is 


carried regularly 
down tho river by 


dog teams. 
About 150 passengers 
were 


on the train, for the spring travel to 
the north had fairly begun. 
J 


Navigation 
of the Yukon and 
its 


branches is restricted 
to a small por- 


tion of the year; 
the ice in Lake 


Lebarge being the last obstacle 
in the 


spring. 
This year it did not go out 


untilthe 12th of June, as there was but 
littlesnow last winter. It was more 
than 7 feet in thickness in February.

\u25a0 Never in the history of Amador 
county has there been a more deter- 
mined effort to thwart the ordinary 
processes of law than the movement 
now inprogress to hold up the jus- 
tice's salary case short of an appeal 
to the supreme court. The petitions 
which have been circulated in every 
township for signatures 
requesting 


the auditor and district attorney to 
let up in their opposition, and pay 
the salary 
claims forthwith, is the 


latest and doubtless 
the final step 


inthis program of hindrance. 
We 


look upon the scheme as the product 
of one mind; a crudely disguised at- 
tempt 
to set 
up a dictatorship in 


Amador county. 
The plot consists 


increating the impression 
that the 


local press (barring 
the Ledger we 


are pleased to say), and the people 
generally 
are 
practically 
unani- 


mous in siding with the 
township 


officers a.nd their attorney in the 
view that the supreme court—which 
is the 
very bulwark established 
by 


the people for the final determina- 
tion of legal questions —can safely 
be ignored in this particular case. 
We venture tosay that not one tithe 
ofthe signers of these petitions real- 
ize the true import of their action. 
If they were asked to sign a petition 
requesting 
a county official to de- 


viate from the path of duty, few of 
them would have 
the effrontery to 


append their names thereto. 
Every 


right-thinking citizen would not be 
slow to protest 
against being in- 


veigled into a plot to obstruct— we 
might use a stronger term—an officer 
in the discharge 
of a publicduty. 


The 
sacred right of petition 
was 


never intended to serve such an un- 
hallowed purpose. No fickle goddess 
of popular clamor can be pleaded in 
justification or extenuation 
of such 


a movement, even ifsuch popularity 
actually existed, 
which we deny to 


be the case in this particular in: 
stance. 
What would -be thought of 


a petition calling upon 
the district 


attorney tohalt midway in the pros- 
scution of a criminal charge, simply 
because 
the petitioners did not wish 


tohave it pressed 
to a finaljudg- 


ment? 
Who will contend 
that 
a 


vicious and contradictory method of 
this character 
would work for the 


common weal? Ifindefensible 
in a 


criminal trial,is itany less so when 
applied to a civil suit, embodying 
tens of thousands of dollars to Ama- 
dor county, and the interpretation 
of a plain provisionof constitutional 
law of vitalimportance 
to the peo- 


ple of the entire state. 
The duties 


of county officers are 
clealy defined 


by statute. 
One clause -of the po- 


liticalcode relating to the duties of 
district attorney says 
that officer 
"must oppose all claims 
and 
ac- 


counts against 
the county when he 


deems them unjust or illegal." 
The 


wholesomeness 
of this provision will 


nitbe questioned; and yet, in the 
face of it, numerously 
signed peti- 


tions are being thrown at him ask- 
ing him to adapt himself 
to the 


whims of the signers rather .than 
follow his convictions of duty. Why, 
such an invitation to surrender re- 
veals the desperate 
character of the 
plot. 


The fact is, the justices and con- 


stables have placed themselves 
in an 


awkward muddle. 
They can get no 


compensation either in the shape of 
fees 
or salaries, 
without a clear 


backdown on the part of one side or 
the other. 
They can get their fee 


bills paid, on the understanding 
that 


the amounts 
so paid be credited on 


their salary accounts 
in the event 


of their winniug out before the su- 
preme 
court. 
This plan of relief 


don't suit. It would mean 
a give- 


away of their case —a practical ad- 
mission 
that they are looking for 


more compensation under the salary 
system than they have been getting 
under the fee system, 
which is the 
vital point in the controversy. 
On 


the other hand, if the auditor were 
to draw his 
warrant for salaries 


that would be 
tantamount 
to ao 


abandonment 
of his case. 
The man- 


damus suit is brought to compel the 
auditor to draw his warrant for the 
justice's salary. 
Ifthat officer were 


now to voluntarilyissue his warrant 
be would thereby 
practically 
put 


himself 
out of court. 
There would 
be nothing to appeal from, he hav- 
ingalready done that which the man- 
damus complaint alleges he orginal- 
ly "refused and still refuses" to do. 
The situation is interesting, and the 
only wayof avoiding the pitfalls on 
either hand is tokeep in the middle 
of the road.

to which his life was consecrated. 
In 


every good work for the welfare of the 
people he 
was ever ready 
to lend a 


helping band. 
His death is felt as a

whom he had 


labored so long and faithfully. 


Mrs. E. Phillips died in Berkeley
